May 1983 has been proclaimed “Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch Month” by the California Legisla¬ 
ture at the request of Attorney General John 
K. Van de Kamp. 

The purpose of Neighborhood Watch 
Month Is to emphasize the value of this citizen 
volunteer program — and the need to expand It. 

Citizens throughout California share a 
deep concern about the effects of crime. They 
are concerned about safety In their homes and 
In their neighborhoods. In some communities, 
citizens are working cooperatively with local 
law enforcement to do something about crime. 
Neighborhood Watch programs are proving to 
be one of the most effective ways to inform 
and actively Involve citizens in crime preven¬ 
tion. 

Neighborhood Watch — also called Home 
Alert, Community Alert, and Citizens Crime 
Watch — Is an effective approach by local law 
enforcement and citizens in the fight against 
crime. 

Few people are in a position to protect 
their homes and property all of the time. Vaca¬ 
tion, business, errands—all leave your home 
unattended and vulnerable to crime. 

Neighborhood Watch Is simply a matter of 
neighbors looking out for each other. It Is a 
self-help crime prevention program that can 
successfully reduce the Incidence not only of 
burglary, but of other crimes as well. 

Neighborhood Watch programs bring 
neighbors together to learn some Important 
facts about crime, such as: 

— Keeping doors and windows locked, 
and keeping extra keys out of the hands of bur¬ 
glars—never under the doormat, flower pot or 
in the mailbox. 

— Many burglars enter through an un¬ 
locked door or window. In fact, “no force” 
burglaries account for more than $400 million 
in losses a year. 

— Half of all home burglaries occur during 
the day, when alert neighbors could spot thieves 
and call the police. 

Neighbors learn to report suspicious acti¬ 
vity In their neighborhood and are Introduced 
to other proven crime prevention techniques 
such as home security. Operation Identification 
and citizen patrols. 

The first step In getting a Neighborhood 
Watch program started In Sierra Madre is to < 
call the local police at 355-1414 and tell them 
you are Interested In Joining Neighborhood 
Watch. 

Talk to your neighbors and find out who Is 
Interested in helping begin the program In your 
neighborhood. 

Citizens, In cooperation with law enforce¬ 
ment, can help reduce crime in their community 
In the most effective way—before ft happens.

munity hospital into a large, 
full-service medical center 
of 345 beds. 

The actual beginning of 
the hospital was in 1903 when 
the Women’s Home Mission¬ 
ary Society of the Methodist 
Church recognized a need 
for an acute care hospital 
in downtown Los Angeles. 
A two-stofy house on Hewitt 
St. became a Five-bed hospital 
in 1904. That facility was 
reestablished oh South Hope 
St. in 1909 with 18 beds. 
Five years later a 100-bed 
hospital was constructed, 
and another wing was added 
in 1925. 

The hospital was moved 
when the city' ofArcadia 
purchased a 22-acre site tmd 
a 'citizens^ committee inter¬ 
viewed over 21 churches. 
In 1955, the Methodist Hos¬ 
pital jQf. Southern California 
was chosen as best qualified 
andi^U land was leased to 
the hospital for 99 years 
at SI per year. 

During 1981, the hospital 
completed construction of a 
374-car parking structure 
which was Phase I of a three- 
pha.se expansion and remodel¬ 
ing project. Phase II, the 


construction of a 62,000 
sq. ft. wing on the north 
end of the main building 
was immediately begun. 
Ihe third and Final phase 
continued with the remodeling 
of about 36,000 sq. ft. of 
the main hospital building. 

The heliport, used by res¬ 
cue teams and other emer¬ 
gency medical services, has 
been relocated on the roof 
with direct elevator access to 
emergency.' ‘ ^ 

Services are located in 
relationship with their vari¬ 
ous fui}ctionsl some adjacent 
to others for convenience.' 
Architects met with admini¬ 
stration, physicians and peo¬ 
ple familiar with the daily 
workihgs' ‘6f"'the' hospital 
so that total' convenience 
could be addressed. 

The hospital is fully accre¬ 
dited by the Joint Commis¬ 
sion on Accreditation of 
Hospitals and certified by 
the CertiFicatioh''Council of 
the United Methodist Church. 

A bit of trivia that makes 
interesting reading includes 
551,593 meals served during 
last year. There were 35,437 
emergency room visits and 
between 1500 and 2000 beds 


are made a month. There are 
actually 345 beds located in 
the facility. 

The hospital numbered 
180,700 lab procedures dur¬ 
ing 1982 and 12,948 patient 
admissions. There were 6834 
surgical procedures and 1194 
babies born last year in the 
hospital. 

The laundry? 2.4 million 
lbs. in 1982 which measures 
48,000 to 53,000each week. 

The staff equals 351 phy¬ 
sicians and 1326 employees. 

Significant growth includes 
24-hour emergency room, 
nuclear medicine, occupa¬ 
tional therapy, radiation 
therapy, respiratory care, 
social sei'vice and speech 
pathology'. Another unusual 
service is a nursery school 
and kindergarten for chil¬ 
dren of employees.
